‘‘Riverby,’’ in Ulster County, N. Y., at West 
Park-on-the-Hudson—which consists of a gsix- 
room stone dwelling built by the author him- 


self and in which he lived for nearly 60 years 
and from which are dated many of his boeks, 
and “the Chestnut Bark Study"’ in which many 
of the books were written, and which contains 
the writer's working library A barn, a garage 
and six acres of land are also included in Riv- 
erby. ' 

“Slabsides’’—located one and one-half miles 
from Riverby, in the wooded hills back of the 
Hudson——the world-famous retreat of the poet- 
naturalist, furnished and equipped as he was 
wont to use it The massive stone chimney of 


this cabin was built by his own hands. This 
property has already come into the. possession 
ff the John Burroughs Memorial Association.
